One of these fine days don't be too surprised if Old McGill 
comes out on the field with a complete troupe of gal cheer leaders, 
drum majorettes and all the rest of football trimmings they have 
cliTimed arc unnecessary for so long. There is a new deal in athletics 
at the .Montreal institute for hifiher learning. They won't admit it, 
but when they make flowery speeches about how the whole league 
is going professional while McGill is sticking to tradition, they must 
have their collective tongues stuck deeply into their checks. They 
haven't yet gone for gal cheer leaders, but that will come for sure. 
It would be a natural development for a team which has adopted 
pro football techniques and which has more Imports than even < 
Montreal Alouettes. 

This may seem a harsh .nppraisal for Old McOill— that holy nf 
holies in the Canadian Intercollegiate iithlelic .--ot-up. L.ist Satur- 
day afternoon the Hcdmen almost iir.<.et tiio Western applecart. 
Discarding the biased opinions some may think we should have, 
we can say bluntly that if McGill had been as smart as they were 
good, they would have beaten the Mustangs. As it was the McGills 
should have won. ,They handed most of the points Western picked 
up to the Purple and White warriors on a silver platter. This gen- 
erosity and the refusal of Western to admit they were being out- 
played, told the story of the game. 

We have never been accused of being in favor of panty-wnist 
Sport. Any kind of a game worth playing Is worth playing to the 
best of our ability. We have no complaint to make on a rugged team. 
However, McGill was apparently playing under a "no holds barred " 
system on Saturday and it almost paid oft. How they got away with 
some of the stuff pulled along the line on Saturday is beyond us. 
Maybe it was because the officials had never seen college football 
played in this style, which made them overlook the slugging which 
went on with every e.xchangc. Five Western linemen were put out of 
action durluR the game. Others stayed in there when they should 
have been on the bench. 

Gerald "Ticky" Duck, one of the more prominent Western front 
line men, suffered a broken nose during the game. When the team 
ran out of linemen. Duck went back into the struggle, shattered 
proboscis and all, and finished the game. That men. is the reason 
We.Mern won. Some call it intestinal fortitude. There is a more 
vulanr name for thi.=; particular commodity, but we trust you get the 
drift, CoUcRc football can be ruRged without being dirty. Wo 
trust that the McGill played the way they did just because they 
were an inspired team. We trust that the pattern they followed 
on Saturday is not a fore-runner of what is to come in Senior Inter- 
collegiate football, Vic Obcck has done a grand job with the 
team. However, by his own admission, he I» responsible for the 
tactics of his line. A former pro, Obeck probably figures that the

deficiencies his team may have. 

When Western started to become a power in the intercolleniate. 
the chief point of criticism was Montreal. The scribes in the dailies 
there and in the college paper made no bones about the fact that in 
their opinion Western was good only because they searched the 
hifihways and byways for football talent. In Toronto about that time 
the crack was made that Western had the best team money could 
buy. These critics kept up their howls despite the fact Western's 
team was made up of at leaft half London boys and the other half 
from other sections of Western Ontario, which are In the territory 
served by the local coliepe, McGill went as far as to take a straw 
vote on subsidized athletics. Their answer was that while such stuff 
might be O.K.- for a small college like Western it would NEVER be 
tolerated at McGlll. 

So what happens? On this year's McGill roster there are six 
plnvers from the United States. , Naming names they arc: Harry 
niewald lUtica. N'.Y.), Don Bussiere (Holy Cross University), Lome 
Dapcett lOreson Slate U ), Dave Hackctt (Boslnni, Marvin (Elbows), 
Mcirowilz (Syracuse University) and Bill Nichnlls iSyracuso Uni- 
versity). It is being presumed that these pi nts nrr. in McGill to 
study French, for that was the reason given for the importation of 
Warren Stevens to Canada when he became the first of a lonR 
strini; of American tourists to enter this country for the purpose of 
playing football. We don't care how many importe McGill or any 
otiicr team has except for the hypocrisy of the situation. Why don't 
they come rifiht out— as we heard so often In Montreal— and say that 
they intend to win recardless of the methods required to do It. 

College football has built up its reputation and Rained its tre- 
mendous following because of the wide-open, clean style of football 
they play. There have been big and rugged teams in the past, but 
never in the history of the college league has there been seen a dis- 
play such as McGlll put on. Don't get us wrong. We admire their 
Improvement and think it will be a great day for college football 
when the league Is sewed up tighter than a drum.

■ faack-xround of snow-capped 
peaks, Canada is, perhaps, less welt- 
known to the people of the United 
States than any other country in the 
Americas. Tens of thousands of Am- 
erican tourists are familiar with its 
icenèry, its hotels and its salmon 
rivers, but the soul of Canada, the 
essence of its Independent nation- 
ality, remaina elusive and unfami- 
liar to many citizens of the United 
States."
